The men's basketball program is led by second year head coach M arty Cooper whose 
1991-92 squad had a banner season. 

The Warriors won die MACJC South Division Tournament and were runners-up in 
state tournament action. They also advanced to semi-final action of the Region 23 
Tournament before completing the year with a 28~S overall record* For his outstanding 
leadership. Cooper was selectedmen’s basketball “Coachof the Year'* by the Mississippi 
Association of Community and Junior College Coaches. 

Cooper is a former resident of Cincinnati, Ohio. Before coming to East Central, he 
served as an assistant men's basketball coach at Miami University in Oxford Ohio and 
at Armstrong State College in Savannah, Georgia.

ECCC Enshrines Tullos, Jones, Henderson 


Two outstanding basketball players and a standout performer on the 
gridiron were inducted into the ECCC Athletic Hall of Fame for 1991. 

The former athletes, honored during Homecoming activities, in¬ 
cluded Wayne Tullos of Belle Glade, Florida- Diana Lyons Jones of Bay 
Springs, and Larry Henderson of Mobile, Alabama, 

Tullos, one of only three ECCC All American basketball players, set 
a national free throw record when he connected on 19 straight attempts 
against Northwest Junior College in a 1955 contest at Senatobia, 

He was also instrumental in leading the Warriors to the Region 7 
Championship and a fourth place finish in the national tournament. East 
Central ended the season with a 30-3-1 record under Coach Clayton 
Blount. 

During the 1954-55 campaiga die highly touted sophomore scored 
a total of 850 points, averaging 25 points per game. His best scoring 
performance was against Wood Junior College when he blistered the 
backboards for 40 points! 

Along with receiving All-American honors, Tullos was selected to 
the first team All Region 7 (MS, TN, KY) and All-State squads. 

After graduating from East Central, Tullos continued his athletic 
career at Mississippi College where he lettered in basketball and track. 

After receiving a bachelor’s degree in physical education from MC 
in 1957, he w'as drafted by the St, Louis Hawks and later set a national 
free throw record by making 21 baskets in one game. He later joined the 
“House of David,” a professional team that toured the United StaLes and 
other countries. 

Tullos began his coaching career in 1957 at Lake High School where 
he directed girls’ and boys’ basketball squads through 1965. Under his 
leadership, a winning tradition quickly developed. His best season was 
a 33-3 mark. 

In 1966 Tullos moved to Belle Glade, Florida where he still resides 
and serves as Assistant Principal of Student Services at Glades Central 
High School 


A first-team All-Staler during the 1975-76 and 1976-77 seasons, 
Jones' scoring and rebounding efforts were instrumental in leading 
Coach Lucille Wood's basketball squads to the state championship her 
freshman year and a second -piace finish her sophomore season. 

She was also named to the All Region 7 Team and set many scoring 
and rebounding records during her East Central career. 

During her Freshman year, the former Neshoba Central standout 
scored 23 points and helped lead the Wairiorettes past Itawamba for the 
state championship. 

Jones averaged 23.6 points and 17.3 rebounds per game her sopho¬ 


more season and became the second leading scorer in the South Division 
and the top rebounder in the stale and Region 7. 

She set a school record her sophomore year by grabbing 15 or more 
rebounds during an 18-game stretch. 

Also during her sophomore season, Jones was the third leading 
scorer in Region 7. She pumped in 30 or more points m seven games and 
scored a career high 45 points against Gulf Coast. 

Jones totaled 1030 points in 53 games over two seasons for a 19- 
point average per contest. 

She continued her outstanding athletic career at the University of 
Southern Mississippi where she was named to the MAIAW All-State 
Team for the 1977-78 and 1978-79 seasons. 

Jones currently serves a girls ’ basketball coach at Hattiesburg High 
School. 


Henderson, a Forest native, was a two-year letierman on the Warrior 
football squad during the 1958 and 1959 seasons. An offensive tackle, 
Henderson was named to the Honorable Mention All-American and 
All-State teams. He was selected the Warriors 1 most outstanding 
lineman his sophomore season and was voted team co-captain for not 
only his outstanding performance on the field but also “for his exem¬ 
plary conduct and sportsmanship both on and off the field.” 

Henderson continued his athletic career at Delta State University 
where he lettered both years. 

Following his outstanding athletic career, Henderson soon launched 
a successful coaching career. 

For the past 10 years he has served as athletic director and head 
football coach at Murphy High School in Mobile, Alabama. 

His 1983 team won the Alabama state championship with a 14-0 
record. 

The 1989 squad set a national record for allowing the fewest yards 
in rushing in a season -175, a 19.4-yard average per game. The same 
squad reached the state playoff finals and ended the season with a 13- 
l mark. 

His overall 11 -year coaching record, including two years at DeeaLur 
High School, is S3 wins and 38 losses. (Record does not include the 
1991 campaign.)
